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AN UNKNOWN COUNTERMARK ON 
OTTOMAN COINS OF THE 19th CENTURY 


Description of a hoard consisting of 1360 coins

I. INTRODUCTION 


The puzzle of the Ottoman coins bearing various counter- 
marks is by now quite explained and clarified. In fact, after 
several years of parallel researches undertaken by a group of 
numismatists in the United States as well as in Greece, Turkey, 
Israel and other countries in the Middle East and Western 
Europe!, the whole situation was finally clarified and a quite 
satisfactory answer was given to this puzzle, which for a quite 
long time had intrigued the numismatists and coin collectors 
of the world: These coins with the strange and usually crude 
countermarks represent the quasi-autonomous life of the 
numerous ethnical communities co-existing within the immense 
Ottoman Empire of the late 19th century. 

In fact, as Mr. Samuel Lachman notes”, there are Greek, 
Jewish, Armenian, Arabian and even Turkish countermarks. 
These countermarks were issued by the various communities 
living in small isolated villages to provide petty coinage to their 
members; and this was quite necessary mainly because of the 
official withdrawal of the copper coins caused by the Decree 
‘““Meskukat Kararnamesi”’ in 1881. 

Even so, there is no doubt that the most numerous counter- 
marks are, by far, the ones of Greek origin. In a paper recently 
published in The Numismatist® , the author of the present 
article has given a rather extensive list of such Greek counter-

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marks covering very large areas of the Ottoman Empire such as 
the Villayet (district) of Andrianople (Edirne) in Eastern 
Thrace, several islands of the Aegean Sea or even the very 
remote district of Trebizond in the Southern coast of the Black 
Sea. 

However, if the nature and function of these countermarks 
are by now clear, on the contrary, no list, even a tentative or 
trial one, was established as yet of this obsolete and peculiar 
token-coinage; and as far as we can predict, such a list will not 
be possible before an extensive, systematic and exhaustive 
research is undertaken scoping to discover and, at a later date, 
classify not only the various countermarks but also the sources 
and “authorities’’ which issued these. Thus, to reach this 
desirable point, there is only one way: all numismatists and coin 
collectors in general to publish or, at least, report all counter- 
marked coins of this catagory in their possession or knowledge. 
It is, of course, self-understood that much more helpful and 
useful would be the description of all discovered hoards of such 
coins before these are dispersed and channeled into the market 
under the form of isolated specimens. 


II. ORIGIN OF THE HOARD 


Such a large hoard (the largest one of this kind till now), 
consisting of 1360 copper pieces of various Ottoman coins, was 
discovered a few months ago in Athens, Greece. It was, no 
doubt, transported to, not found in, the Greek capital where 
the author of the present article bought it from an antique 
dealer. This dealer, who is usually travelling to the Islands of 
the Aegean Sea, stated that the hoard originates from an island 
but refused to specify (or, perhaps, ignored) which island it was. 
Although the dealer’s statement should be taken with particular 
reserve as to its reliability, the author has good reasons to 
believe that the origin of the hoard is in fact either one of the 
Aegean Islands (perhaps Mitilini, Lemnos, Samothrace, Tenedos, 
Imbros or even Chios but not Thasos) or a village situated on 
the seashore of this same sea. 

The fact is that despite all keen efforts undertaken, it has 
been impossible to the author to locate with certainty the place 
where the coins under examination and description were dis- 
covered and, probably, countermarked. 
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Therefore, we are obliged to be satisfied, at least for the time 
being and until new information will be available, with only 
hypothesis and thoughts as to the probable area of origin of the 
countermarks under study. 


lil. DESCRIPTION OF THE HOARD IN GENERAL 


When coming into the proper examination of the counter- 
mark in question, we must state, first, a fact which according to 
the author’s opinion, is of a major importance: the counter- 
mark, consisting of a single letter, a capital “A”, is of a 
notorious crudeness, a crudeness which is not found in any 
other of the various countermarked coins we know of this kind. 

This conclusion is even more surprising because the exam- 
ination of the coins of the hoard gives six different types of 
countermarks.* These countermarks were evidently used not 
altogether at the same time, but successively the one after the 
other. If this hypothesis is right, then, we must admit that the 
use of the countermark ‘‘A”’ was extended to a considerable 
period of years.” But, then, it is difficult to accept that the 
‘authority’? which overstruck for several years coins and used 
four or six® different dies for this purpose, has not shown any 
interest to improve the appearance and quality of their own 
mark! 

Another fact which makes things even more complicated 
with the countermark ‘‘A”’ is that it consists of a single letter, 
a case which, as far as we know, is not only unusual but even 
unique. In fact, after several years of researches and studies, 
the author does not know any other case in the catagory of the 
countermarks used by hellenic or other ‘‘authorities”’ living 
within the Ottoman Empire, where only one letter was used to 
form the countermark. The usual way was the use of the 
initials of the church of the village (AI: = Saint George, KO = 
Repose of the Virgin etc) or the initials of the municipality 
AII = Dimogerontia of Ploumari). In some cases there were

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used even words (IIANAI'A EA2 W -— Panaghia of Thasos) and 
the date that the countermark was used for the first time (1893 
for Panaghia of Thasos, 1885 for Kazaviti of Thasos etc). But 
never a single letter without any other indication. 

What explanation should we give to this very peculiar habit 
of the unknown “‘issuing authority’? Was this an indirect way 
to avoid being too provocative for the Ottoman authorities? 
Or was the consequence of some other situation which we 
ignore? 





IV. THE DESCRIPTION OF THE SIX VARIETIES 
OF THE COUNTERMARK “A” 


Coming into the proper examination of the six types of the 
countermark “‘A,’’ we note that there are two varieties very 
similar to each other. Their main common characteristic is the 
crudeness of the way the letter ‘‘A’’ was designed, while the 
other four types are much more elaborated. This is the reason 
for which the author concludes that these two types are 
probably the earliest ones. 


Type I 


Type I is a very crude countermark, the letter “A” appearing 
with the right leg ‘“‘broken.”’ This countermark occurs on the 
following coins:

Type III 


The countermark of type III is much more developed than 
the types I and II are; and this, to the author’s opinion, gives a 
quite valuable argument that the countermark of type III was 
used posteriously of the two others. This variety occurs on the 
following coins:

Type IV 


The countermark of type IV, which also is of a more devel- 
oped technotropy when compared to the countermarks of types 
I and II, never occurs alone. It is always accompanied by a 
countermark of type I and this fact, again, proves that type IV 
is newer than types I and II. 

The countermark type IV is found on the following coins:

As it is clear, all countermarks type IV appear on the obverse 
of the coins, none on the reverse. It is also important that only 
coins of the larger denomination, 40 Paras, bear this type of 
countermark. 


Types V & VI 


There are only very few coins bearing countermarks of types 
V and VI. Although no conclusion can be drawn up with 
certainty, the author believes that both these two types are 
contemporary counterfeits. 

If this author’s belief is right, then this point needs further 
discussion for the following reasons: As a general rule it is 
accepted that there was no risk of counterfeiting the seals of 
the local ‘‘authorities,’? which were used for the counterstamp- 
ing of the coins. In fact, such a thing would be considered 
among the small quasi-primitive close societies of the villages 
as a real sacrilege, particularly because the issuing ‘‘authority”’ 
was in most cases the church. 
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Thus, a counterfeit would be an extremely rare if not unique 
exception of the rule. Such an exception could logically occur 
only under the following two circumstances: 

a) Hither the counterfeits were produced in one of the larger 
towns of the Empire such as Smyrne, Trebizond or even in 
Istanbul itself, or: 

b) The countermark “‘A”’ was used by an “‘authority” operat- 
ing not in a small remote village but in a “‘cosmopolitan” 
(more properly: an urban) milieu where the counterfeit 
was grok considered as a “‘sacrilege’’ but only as an illegal 
act.

V. ANOTHER COUNTERMARK FOUND ONLY ON 
5 PARAS COINS OF THE HOARD 


In addition to the above described six types of the counter- 
mark ‘‘A,” the hoard also included a large quantity of 5 Paras 
coins bearing a peculiar countermark consisting of the numeral 
“6” (or 9”).

In some rather scarce cases the countermark is inverted (@). 
This inverted countermark is found on the following coins:

There is no doubt that these coins were in a certain relation 
to the coins bearing the countermark ‘‘A”’ because they were 
mixed altogether in the hoard. But what kind of relation was 
this and how they were used (since there are 5 Paras coins 
bearing the countermark ‘‘A’’) we are not in a position to know. 

There is, also, something else which should be noted: There 
are only countermarks of type I and II found on the 5 Paras 
coins. And as it was already stated here above, the author 
believes that these two types were the earlier ones; should we, 
therefore, conclude that the countermark ‘‘6”’ has substituted 
the countermark ‘‘A’”’ (for some unknown to us reason) on the 
5 Paras coins? 


VI. SOME CONCLUDING REMARKS 


With the already mentioned exception of the types V and 
VI which are quite rare, all the other types are almost equally 
represented in the hoard. Among the remaining four types of 
the countermark ‘“‘A”’ and the two types of the countermark 
“6,” type IV is a bit more scarce. 

It is also worthy to be noted that: 

a) The small denominations (5 and 10 Paras) which are real 
rarities in most other cases of countermarked coins such 
as the coins of the nine villages of Thasos Island for 
example,® in the hoard we describe are quite common. 

b) Among the countermarked coins of the hoard, there is a

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comparitively large number of Egyptian coins, a fact which 
is quite strange because even in the case of Thasos Island 
which was under the Egyptian administration,’ we do not 
find so many countermarked Egyptian coins. We, there- 
fore, are entitled to conclude that the presence of such a 
large number of Egyptian coins countermarked with “‘A”’ 
and “6,” might indicate a regular commercial contact of 
the village (or the island) in which the coins were counter- 
marked with Egypt. If this theory is correct, then, as far 
as we can know, there are only two places keeping such 
relations with Egypt during the late 19th century: Kavala 
and Thasos Island. 

But as it was already stated hereabove!® that the 
author’s belief is that the countermark ‘‘A”’ does not 
originate from Thasos, the only remaining possibility is 
Kavala. In fact, we know that the centers from where the 
various “‘authorities” were buying the demonetized copper 
coins for the countermarking were three: Smyrne, Plou- 
mari and Kavala. Thus, we can presume almost with 
certainty that the coins of the hoard in question were 
bought in Kavala. By whom? We can not answer this 
question; but it is quite natural to suppose that the most 
probable buyer would be the church or the municipal 
“authority” of a neighbor village or island such as Samo- 
thrace or Lemnos. And towards this direction we have to 
concentrate our further researches.

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EGYPTIAN COINAGE 


With the defeat of Cleopatra, the last Ptolemaic rular, at the hands of 
Augustus, Egypt became a Roman province. However, a mint was 
retained in Alexandria for the striking of coins to circulate in this new 
territory, for it would be more convenient than to ship the currency from 
the mints in Gaul or Rome. As a result, this new coinage retained the 
Greek legends, but introduced the policy of placing the portrait of the 
emperor on the obverse (a practice used sparingly during the Ptolemaic 
period). The basic coin was the tetradrachm which was struck in a billon 
metal (part silver and part bronze) which was to become more and more 
debased as time went on. This is a very fascinating series as each emperor 
used a vast array of reverse types, and they are almost invariably less 
expensive than their Latin counterparts.
